Edgar Marvin beforn 
that body. '^Before challenging tlm 
statement wd"'~spont several days in 
prosecuting inquiries for the purpose 
of arriving at fiujts. The result of 
those inquiries convinced us that tlie 
doctor had either misunderstood in- 
formation that had been conveyed to 
hira in good faitb„^or ^that some one, 
disconnected wi'tli 'the ' inquiry, had 
purposely misled hini.

'■ - stated in the doctor's letter nonyeyed 
tiio impression that after Mr. JJIarvin's 
evidence liad been read over to and 
signed by him it had been "doctorecV 
to suit the views of the school com- 
mittee. This statement we ascertained, 
after careful inveatigatjqn, be un- 
.true. The official copy of the evidence 
left the hands of tlie committee e.\actly 
in the form that it was road over to 
and signed by the witness. What may 
bo its present condition after re[i0sing 
in the hands of the executive for a 
month, we cannot say; but wo obserm- 

,•- that-Dr. ToLMiE (iiija letter -to -which 
wo give place to-day) recedes from his 
first position and admits that the para- 
j3;raphs which ho comi)lained wore 
omitted from tlie evidence in its 
printed form were never in it at all !

Dr. Tolniio was a member of the board 
of education, and the ciiarge of the 
superintendent involved every .member 
of that body. Yet, jthe, Doctor at- 
tempts no. de^fence; kisses the rod, in- 
deed, that sinote him'' Wnd comes for- 
ward as-the defender And apologist of 
the man who had accused him of the 
commission of a disgraceful act. 

Now that the frank e.xplaniition of 
"•-^-J^r. Marvin, and the tardy acknowledg- 
meiiTolDr. Tolmie, (somewhat quali- 
lipdly givett^tjs. true), have scattered 
the accusation o£ "doctoring" the evi- 
dence of the former to the winds, we 
do not pro[)Ose to waste further space 
in the consideration of that branch of 
the subject. As to Mr, McKenzie's 
capabilities as a teacher we have not 
called thein in question.

— Sir, — ^Eor your own sake, gracious 
sir, I do feci sorry that on Sunday 
Jlay 30th in criticising my letter on 
school matters in tho StaytJard of May 
24, you should have been so hasty and 
inconsiderate that you "rushed into 
print" without duly weighiug the im- 
port of the words you used.

This much-needed examination and 
tho superintendent's noeessary.;. p^rtioi- 
pation thoriiin, although the.-reat' rock 
of offence, and bugaboo, surely' requir- 
es no apology, for has it not been or- 
dered by the School Trustees , of Vic- 
toria, as well as by the 'highior''! pow- 
ers? , . . . - . , -. ^ ; 

Here en passant, Mr. Editor, , and in 
this connection, let mo. nipntion a re- 
cently ascertained fact. Some years 
ago, it bocaine a rule of the service, in 
Her -Alajesty's navy, that naval instruc- 
tors should thomselvcH undergo peri- 
odical examination in the branches, 
they, in preparing midshipmen for suc- 
cessive examinations, havo to teach. 
This '.'startling innovation" was of 
course' disliked, and some of tho seniors 
at once resigned.

Next comes your inconsiderate as- 
sertion couched in harsh -pterins that I 
havo falsified re. Mr." Marvin's "state- 
ments before the school committee , 
Vainly imaginiug, in your ' "ha.ste,'' 
(like "David" or kn^?arlier ^ffyji 'that 
you havo proved untruthfulness against 
nie, you make admissions a.s to the 
great weakening of the anti-superin- 
tendent cause that would have ensued 
had iny statement really been correct. 
That it will,. herein, be shown to be 
true, no amount "of sophistry can gain- 
say.

You must, sir, halve felt very suro of 
being right, 'ore making" tlie'' above ad- 
missions, and it is, 1 hope, no over- 
stretch of charity to suppose that you 
inconsiderately believed yourself to be 
correct. Romoniber, however, that if 
proved to be in error, you are bound by 
your own admissions, and, lik6 a truth- 
loving editor, not by quibble. or evasion 
disposed to wriggle out of a false posi- 
tion, you will, I trust, manfully make 
due acknowledgrmont of having lieen 
mistaken. 

Horn, come, first my explanations, 
and next, through Mr.' Marvin, those 
of the chairman of tho school commit- 
tee, with lastly, Mr. Marvin's own.

vin's evidenco~s61ely on the question of 
favoritism, in granting candidate s, cor- 
tificates, thoy had thought it 'unneces- 
sary to print as evidence what ■ ho said 
before thciu a.s to the high estimation 
of Mr.' McKenzie as a teacher enter- 
tained by the lato boafd of educatiin, { 



This, tho chairman also said to Mr. 
Slarvin, was fully concurred in by the 
members of tho school committee. 

Mr.^ ilarvin, for his own part, said 
to me at 'thd^ame tijy^that^l^coulflf 
net distinctly' rem^oinfior.'wheiKr -wSSS 
ho has stated before tho school com- 
mittee re tho superintendent, had been 
expressed before or after the reading 
oyer to him of his evidence as printed. 

Now, ray good jsir, to sum up, on 
this part _of_our_contonfcion^ _ You say 
that I have asserted what could be re- 
futed " by living " witnesses' close at 
hand." My reply is, none have at- 
tempted such refutation. 

You further aver that Mr. Marvin's 
evidence has bocn.-. produced in his

on that day warned by a worthy gen- 
tleman in. town,' who.^shall be.-nameless,- 
to com pare" iiotes, with mo, before notic- 
ing in The Cdlontk mine on school mat- 
ters of May 24th,' \ 

What but headlong imiiulsiveness 
could have led you, regardless of the 
friendly counsel, to indito your amus- 
ingly abusive ' editorial of May 30th 
based, as a text, on the — in the present 
contention — far lo.ss than half truth, 
that the .'school committee did not con- 
sider part of Mr. Marvin's statements 
before th'em to bo evidence for print- 
ing. Of this until May 31st I was not 
awdre.v',v<,:. 

Since tho 24th May I have ascer- 
tained that the stateraonts of others be- 
sides Mr. M. in favor of the superin- 
tendent have not been printed. Boon 
after the sittings commenced evidence 
from ono^ having experience in school 
matters was indirectly proffered through 
a trustee who had testified, but neither 
by note nor message was his evidence 
asked for. 

With, on the committee's own part, 
so much omission, it might have boon 
in bettor taste if it had not committed 
itsolf to any unfavorable expression of 
opinion, however slight, as to the su- 
perintendent's titness for his present 
_p6sitioii. 

Against mostly foolish charges of in- 
felicity of manner I have often had to 
defend the cx-superintendont. What, 
in respect to tho like against the pre- 
sent man.can better bo urged than, for 
so many -years, his gentle, unobtrufiive, 
usdfunife amongst us? 

Of'.en in the ])asc, energetic sir, ac- 
tuated by an earnest desire that The 
Colonist should worthily represent 
abroad Victoria's importance, intelli- 
gence, and true high-mindedness — often 
let ine repeat have I ventured to ad- 
vise you as to the paper's management, 
and generally my words have been well 
received. 

It is just possible, however, that 
Homidiow, perhaps, in my frequent ob- 
jection to the undue proportion of 
,''BOnsal;ional trash" in your columns, 
I may have gone beyond the limit al- 
lowed even to a "candid friead," and 
thus havo incurred from you the charge 
of "cynicism." Perhaps you are right. 
.To few, if any mortals, is granted the

But, sir editor, we, although in op- 
ipositjon on one subject now, have 
worked tbgeth'er .in tho past, and, if my 
infirmities of ago permit it, we may yet 
do so.
